Seasonable Suggestions 

Remember that the blades and 
shucks of the corn will feed as 
much stock as the same land in 
grass bay. The way to get thia 
valiia ia to eat and ahock the 
corn at the proper stage and 
shred or stack the stalka and 
tad aa yoa wooU hay. 

Never was the hog pasture as 
important aa at present It can 
be made to aave about or alto 
gether half of the grain this 
winter. Crimson or red clover 
can be started if the land is 
ready. If the land still has to 
be prepared, winter oats, rye or 
barley wiU be tha bast tidng to 
sow. 

A ton of manure for each sow 
or tiMUMmd-poond ateer for eaeh 

month that they are kept up and 
fed is what can be saved. If 
you are not getting that, plan 
for more bedding and to keep 
the stock either in the bams or 
out in a field where the fertility 
ia needed. Do not let them 
aind in tha bam lot 

On thin apbnda in the South 

phosophate fertilizers cannot be 
left off without loss, even at 
present prices. Acid phosphate 
and basic slag meal are the chief 
sources of phosphoric add. Bone 
meal also cmtains a large per 
cent of fairly available phospho- 
rieadd. Itw gvonnd roek phos- 
phate is very slowly soluble, but 
may come in better iavor than 
ever before if acid phoaphate 
giti acaroar and higher.
